The letter copled below from one of the Rus-
slan  Telograph expeditions 1 unusually Inte.
resting. It presents many inoidents geaphieally,
and affords & clear view of a region of country
little known to us:—

Smee my last communioution, which was
dated at Petropauvolovskl, Kamschatun, the

riion of the fleet then there have traversed
ﬁ'oo miles across the Pacific, and ace now at
anchor in this ?o.rt. The Clara Bell, Mlion,
Badger, mnd Palmetlc arrived here (rom various
ports of the North Pacific some wecks since,
while the steamer Georgn 8. Wrigh! and the
flagship arrived upon the 80th ult, The entire
floet 18 now here to undergo & therougn refitting
preparatory to an early start the coming seuson,

[ must pot omit to mention that while lo the
hurbor of Petropnuvolosski we witnessed Lhe
sublime and beautiful phenomenon presented by
the Aurora Borealis or Northern Lights, as thov
are commonly ealled, which have been in all
ages o rource of admiration and wonder., These
lights or meteoric coruseations are, it s gene
rally known, more brilllant in the northera
regions, appearing mostly in the winter seaszon
or in fresty weather, They commonly appear
about one or two hours alter sunset, near the
horizon, like a pale cloud, and sometimes con-
tinue in that state for several hours without any
v'sible motion, essting a pale light upon the
firmament like an obscure moon. Gradually
they begin to send forth streams of stronger
light, shooting with great velocity to the zeniih,
emulating not nnrml:wm.ly the lghtning in
vividness, blended with the mellow tinis ot the
rinbow, Again silently arisinl;: in a compact,
mujestic arch of steady white light, apparently
durable and immovable, aud yet so evinescent
that while the beholder s gazing in awe they
vanish.

At all times they cover the whole hemisphere
with their flickering nud fantastic cornscations,
when their motions*are 20 amazingly quick and
their forms chunge so rapidly as to astonish the
beholder. They break ont with vivid brightness
where none are seen before, skimming and
dancing alopg the hewvens; then they are as
suddenly extinguished, leaving behind a ansky
trail, which again i iluminated ke n colosenl

vrotechule display, and as suddenly left blank,

hey will assume the appearance of vast columns,
and move along the horizon lke phantom
figures, exkibiting on one side the tinls of deep
yellow, while the other melts away until it bo-
comez undistinguishable In the swronnding sky.,
Again they will concentrate and rear their rorms
like some huge altnr or pyre, uad in o lash dis-
appear to transform their shapes to figures {.lrro-
tesque, which dance along the sky wuh a
tremulous motion, as though keeping ilme to
mueic. When I went below at midmght they
were still indulsing in o carnival of magniticent
grandeur,

During the past season tne vessels of the fleet
have been kept busy, und bave accomplished
mwuch to further the progress of the great work,
Exploring parties have been formed at varlons
points along the American and Asiatic coasts,
soundings have been made in Behring’s Straits
with satisfuctory results, and much vatuable
information gmned relative to the charncter of
the country in the interior. Thus far everything
hus proceeded with the utmost eare and caution,
and the result i that last season’s operations
have been u complete success, By the time the
fleet again approasches the northera ports, the
explorations will in all probability be completed,
%0 that constructing parties can enter the coun-
trics at different points, and push the work tor-
ward with great rapidity.

Alter landing Major Kennicowt and parly at
Michaeloveki, or Fort 81 Michael, onr vessel
proceeded to Plover #ay, situated on the north-
west slde of Behring’s Straits. We were in hopes
to reach that port before the equinoctial zales,
which are quite severe in these latitudes, came
upon us, We were, in fact, within five miles of
the herbor when a heavy for enveloped us ; the
gale burst upon vs, and torced us from the coast
out to sea. This wae on the 23d of September,
when snow fell for the tirst time during the
voysge, After three daye the gale subsided, and
we entered the bay in safety, and were gratitied
to find there the company’s steamer, which had
Just returned from a passage through the strait,
where shie had been engaged in making sound-
i We also found here the whaling brig
Viotoria, Oaptain Fish, of Honolulu, Sunawich
Islands,

We learned muoch from the officers of that
vessel of the depredations of the pirate Shenan-
doah, which was prowling about in that locality
a shott time betore our arrival. [ have seen it
stated in the papers that Captain Waddell, of the
Stenandoah, nsserte that he took his veasel to
Liverpool and surrendered her as scon as he
learned of the caving in ol the Confederacy,
while whalers at Plover bay assert that he
destroyed a large number of vessels after e had
recetved the information. But, Sheaandoah !
requivseal in nace,

On the following du)l' we were visited by the
Indisns of Asia—Tchutehls, They came along-
slde our vessel in canoes made of seal skin,
something on the principle of the bidank (ade
soribed in o tormer letter), but much larger nnd
uncovered. Eacn canoe is eapable of carrying
fiiteen or twenty passengers. Onr Russwn in-
terpreter, being anxions to aseertain i he conld
hold conversation with them in that tongue,
asked them in Ruee i there were any among
them who could speak that lansuawe: w his
astopishment be wits auswered in Enclish that
they would come gbonrd and talk to us In
“Mexican” i1 it wonld please ns,

The spokesiman of this crowd was Y Knockem "
and ap amusing, comical fellow 13 Knockem,
He obtained  his =oubgriguet from the American
whalers, who noticed hi# strong proclivities to
beiabor his brethren when they were undor the
influence of an overdose of rum. Thoneh
Knockem 15 not a total abetinence Iojin himsell,
he has an antipatby aeainst those who indulge
too ireely, which manifests itself through his
powerful arm and sleagehammer Hst; to use bis
own langusage—** W ien they drink drunk [ knock
Tem like h—L" The comparison of the foroe of
his “knock” 18 u sutficlent guaruntes to warrant
the assertion that he has been schooled in the
langu among the ubu‘lul'.uus Yankess. Quite

us with several songs which amused us ‘exceed-

These Tebutobt Indians are far ditferent from
the Ameriean Indians in manners, appearance,
and oustoms, They are short in stature, with
immensely broad, powerful chests; small, well-
ghuped feet und hands; thev escoew painting,
and are qnite wctive aud enterpriving, They
stibsist by huntime the whale, the seal, the bour,
and : reindecr, snd live enfirely upon animal
food, with'a decided  preference for blubber, or
tat of 1he whale; they aré nearly all affected with
cutaneous dwenses, scurvy and iteh belng the
most prevalent; the ubsence ot vegeubly 1004,

To enler one of these undergronnd habitations

blubber, and warmth is recelved from the same
asonroe,

The women have exolusive charge of the
housd, perform the butohering, and preside with
great dignity over their domestic dutles. They
are very masculine in sppearance, snd can
hardly be distinguished from the men. In laot,
ubout the only distingulshable feature they have
{5 n slight tattooing vpon the ehin, and the dress
which s somewhat rkigh In style. 1 shonld
make ay exception to Mrs, Knockem, to whom we
were infroduced with much formality by her
liege lord. Being com plimented upon her good
looks, Knockem assured ns that she was the
“‘hest looking gal In the elty.” Wherever we
have been the Indinns have expressed the
greatest friendship to us ns Americans. . Thoy
tressnre with the greatest pride the smatlest aift
from an Amorican, and will donoything in ther
power to promote the waelfare or comfort of the
“Merican men,” They look upon the Americans
as their frionde, and do not scruple to show thoir
preferences,

In Ruetian America, as in Biberia, the same
feeling exists, and we have everywhere recelved
from the Indinns the most prolound respect and
triendship which could be extended in their
humble manner, The offer of a plece of seal
ment, which you would not feed to a dog, has as
much sgrnificance of iriendsnip from these st

e people as a banquet given by the Court of St.
James,

Relndeer and bear exlet In paving quantities;
many of the tormer are domestioated, and are
used for drawing sloedges; they are used in pre-
ference to dogs, owing to the mounininous char
acter of the country; we saw herds of them
grazing upon the mountsing, which velonged to
a tribe of Indians living some miles wost ol us,
They brought us a supply of venison, upon
which we regaled ourselves for several days. The
meat 18 mpch richer and more nutritious than the
veglson of the United States, though nol as pala-
table,

The character of the country at this point Is
certsinly a wild one, On entering the barbor
one s struck with the grandeur ard marmifi-
cence of the large mountains of solid roek which
tower irom 2000 to 3000 feet above the level of
the sea. Upon these mountalns are peaks or
columus jutting up, which give them the appear-
ance of ruins ol an old castle, nothing but the
pillars remaining, As weapproach they a];ﬁmr
more numsrous, und in the twilight look like &
body of soldiers,

e range of mountains extends along the
gides of the bay into the interior, but partakes
of a different formation trom the range upon the
sen, Directly opposile our anchorage they rise
to the holght of thres thousand feef, and seem
to consist entirely of small pieces of rock sbout
the size MeAdam used for pavements. Snow
had fallen here, and was marked upon the
mountaing  about 1500 feet from the base.
On the 27th the thermometer marked freezing
for the first time, Iee formed upon the brook
where we were obtmining our supply of fresh
water. In the interior the valieys are broad
und well suplplit:d with fresh woater and game,

On the 20th, the wind being favorable, we took
lenve of onr Asintic Indian friends. They re.
mained on bosrd as long as possibie, and
seemed to regret our departure very much,
Knockem promised to gecompany us to Calilor-
nia next vear; thought the son would  hurt his
head. Overjosed with anticipations for the
future, Kuockem leit us in high glee, merrily
hutmming & verse of *'*Sally come up.”

Forv's Trearre.—The Washington [ufelli-
geneer Bays:—As statements have  (requencly
uppenrod in reference to this building in the
New York and other papers ol a contradictory
character, we hava thought fit to ascertain some
facts and place them in our columns;—

According to a contract made by the Govern-
ment, the theatre building snd the two adjoimng
bulldmgs (one in tront, the other in the rear)
are to be purchased, with the qund. tor one
hundred tbousand dollars, by February 1, 1865,
or the property restored as it was to Mr. Ford,
The {:rice is not deemed exorbitant, and it is
stated by reliable bullders that shwilar ouildings,
on ground equally as elinible, cannot be erccted
at the pru'-eut time for a less amount.

The Government has entirely destroved the
thentrical part of the buildings, and by the ear-
epters of the Quartermaster's Department and

¥ contractors about thirty-five thonsand dollars
have been expended upon the property. To
restore the property to Mr, Ford now will in-
volve a loss to the Government nearly il oot
equal to the full amount of the purchase money,
ns all the l{m’.wmimprommenta must be re.
moved and the theatre reconstructed. We merely
state these facts—eell-evident to all famiiar with
the matier—io preven' misapprehiension here
after. We learn that Burgeon-Geperal Barnes
has applied for the building to be used as a
medical bureau, and as a it place for the very
villuahle collection relating ro medical selence
(now without a place of safety or of exhibition)
belonging to the department,
